SUMMARY OF THE REASONS FOR DECISION: 

The dominant effect of the publication was the pictorial focus on naked children and 
young persons whose images were not natural but were contrived and posed. By 
comparison the images of adults in the magazine were few. The stated purpose of the 
naturist lifestyle of the magazine was not apparent. Rather, there was an unbalanced 
emphasis on naked children and young persons and their posed presentation in the 
photographs was considered by the Board to exploit their nudity in a manner which 
brought the publication within section 3(3)(b) of the Films, Videos, and Publication 
Classification Act 1993. 

The classification which the Board attributed to the magazine represents the minimum 
interference with the freedom of expression with preventing likely injury to the public 
good. 
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
